ou the body, the broken jar, pipe, etc. 
He verified the district a tto rn ey ’s as­ 
sertion th at the pipe could uot have 
failed from the lips of Pitezel to the 
place w here it w as found, and th at the 
ja r could not have beeu broken by an 
explosion, because th e pieces of glass 
w ere not scattered about the room, but 
w ere inside the jar. 
T he doctor dw elt 
upon th e discovery of chloroform in the 
stom ach, and said large q u an tities of 
the d ru g had been used, au d from the 
congested condition of th e lungs and 
the em pty heart it w as apparent- th a t 
the m an Into met a sudden aud violent 
death from chloroform poisoning.

crime until nearly 2.000 citizens of T y­ 
ler and vicinity were there. 
A few 
momenta before the fiend was brought 
it the place a m eeting was held and a 
committee was appointed to investigate 
bu identity. 
W itnesses were sum ­ 
moned aud closely interrogated. 
The 
mult was a thorough identification. 
la i few moments the officer approach- 
»d from over the hill, followed by HOO 
determined, well-armed men. 
W hen 
near the scene the officers w ere over­ 
powered and disarmed and the negro, 
Henry Hilliard, brought lief ore the 
committee. He made a fall confession. 
rn substance as follows: 
I was coming down the road and 
HW Mrs. Bell in the road. 
She was 
•cared of me, aud I knew th at if I 
pissed her she would say I t ried to rape 
ber. and I concluded th a t I would rape 
ber and then kill lier. 
I cut her throat 
md cut her in another place and left.” 
He wrote a note to his wife and gave 
it to the sheriff. 
It read as follows: 
"lam arrested b y ‘W ig’ Smith. 
You 
know what they w ill do w ith me. 
If I 
don't see you any more, good bye.” 
After his open confession and the 
thorough identity, a vote was taken as 
to the mode of punishm ent.

unanimously agreed to burn him aud it 
was agreed that he should suffer his 
penalty on the public 
square.

march was then m ade to Tyler and 
•ben the head of the line entered the 
maiu plaza no less th an 7,000 people 
w«re assembled.

certed into grand stands aud were 
thronged. 
A scaffold was erected in the center 
of the square.

PW unity to speak, but his words w ert 
Inaudible, but w hen he offered up his 
prayer on earth he could be heard 
for several blocks.

water, living co nstantly iu the o pen air, 
mo derate in all things and cleanly, be­ 
cause their religio n enjo ins co nstant 
Ablutio ns. 
Like them, w ild animals 
have no indiu ed diseases. The greater 
number do in t eat to excess. They take 
regular exer-i« « in s« *ekiug their fo o d 
and drink o nly at iixeil ho urs. .Many o f 
them sef ui-e change o f climate, o ne o f 
the greuU St facto rs in health, by m i­ 
gratio n. 
This is no t co nfined to birds and 
beasts, fo r the salnio u enters the so ft 
w ater partly to get rid « if sea parasites 
and returns t« i tlie sea to recruit after 
spawning. 
With change o f climate, 
change o f diet and iH'rfectly healthy 
habits their list o f diso riiers is sho rt, 
tho ugh they r« » adily fall victims to co n­ 
tagio us disea, e just as recently numbers 
o f the Hamrau Arabs o f the Sudan, as 
healthy livers and g« xxl Mussuhuaus as 
the So malis ttiemselves, friends and fel­ 
lo w hunters w ith Sir Samuel Baker, 
perished o f co ntagio us fever o n thè 
banks o f th e -Nile tributari« « .—Lo ndo n 
ipe ota tor.

Animal* Understand Hygiene. 
Enough is now known of the nature 
of animal materia medica to excite in 
forest and curiosity. There is abundant 
evidence that many species know and 
constantly make use of simple remedies 
for definite disorders, aud at the same 
time observe rules of health to which 
only the highest civilization or the sane 
tion of religions prescription compels 
man to conform. 
It has been noted that the general 
condition of animal health, especially 
in the case of the herbivorous creatures, 
corresponds not inexactly with that of 
such tribes as the Somalis, men feeding 
almost solely ou gram, milk, dates and 
water, living constantly in the open air, 
moderate in all things and cleanly, be­ 
cause their religion enjoins constant 
ablutions. 
Like them, wild animals 
have no induced diseases. The greater 
number do rn t eat to excess. They take 
regular exercise in seeking their food 
and drink only at fixed hours. Many of 
them ase mw change of climate, one of 
the greatest factors in health, by m i­ 
gration. 
This is not confined to birds and 
beasts, for the salmon enters the soft 
water partly to get rid of sea parasites 
and returns to the sea to recruit after 
spawning. 
\\ itll change of climate, 
change af diet aud perfectly healthy 
habits their list of disorders is short, 
though they readily fall victims to con­ 
tagious <1 (sea. e just as recently numbers 
of the Ham ran Arabs of the Sudan, as 
healthy livers and good Mussulmans as 
the Somalis themselves, friends and fel­ 
low h tin tern with Sir Samuel Baker, 
perished of contagious fever on the 
banks of the Nile tributaries. —London 
Spectator,
